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Digital, Raytheon 
Plans Accorded 
Planner Approval

Tuesday night, the Planning Board 
gave favorable reviews to preliminary 
plans for major expansion projects pro- 
posed by Digital Equipment Corp. and 
Raytheon. The board’s recommenda- 
tions, which were requested by building 
department and are strictly advisory, 
leaned heavily on the issues of traffic 
control and landscape screening from 
residential neighbors. 

According to John Crowe of John 
Crowe Associates, Belmont, who pre- 
sented both site plans for review, Digi- 
tal’s planned Dascomb Road facility will 
comprise 450,000 square feet of space for 
office, manufacturing and warehouse 
uses. It will house an estimated 1,100 to 
1,200 employees working a probable two 
shifts. The company hopes to begin land 
preparation for the project in Septem- 
ber. 

Asked if hazardous wastes will be used 
or stored in the building or on the 130 
acre site, Crowe said that there would be 
a very small, protected room in which 
hazardous substances could be used, but 
there would be no storage on site. ‘‘In my 
understanding, this is a world-wide re- 
pair facility with a completely automa- 
ted warehouse. It is not a chemical 
processing facility; it’s testing and re- 
pair. Hazardous material is very, very 
limited and contained inside the build- 
ing.” 

Principal Planner Nancy Jeton raised 
the issue of traffic in the area of the fa- 
cility, which will be accessible from both 
Dascomb and Frontage roads. ‘This is a 
traffic area that is under close scrutiny,”’ 
she said. ‘‘The bottom line is, it’s pretty 
clear that we will need to install some 
mitigating measures.’’ She said that 
these would probably include one or two 
traffic signals and a possible widening of 
Dascomb road where it serves the new 
project. 

Because their expansion will exacer- 
bate existing traffic problems, she said, 
it is the town’s hope that companies such 
as Digital will participate in the study of 
the traffic situation and, ultimately, in 
the institution of measures to alleviate 
problems. 

A representative from Digital indi- 
cated that the company would be willing 
to do so, if necessary. 

Crowe balked at recommendations by 
the staff and the town Department of 
Public Works that the company extend a 


12-inch water main 750 feet up Frontage 
Road to Osgood Street, and make an ex- 
tra connection to the building at Front- 
age Road. Planner Laura Hill explained 
that the D.P.W. felt the extension would 
provide water service back-up in case of 
breakage at the Dascomb Roadline or 
connection. 

According to Crowe, Digital officials 
did not feel the extension was absolutely 
necessary—but, he added, “We are 
aware of the recommendation; it’s some- 
thing for discussion.” 

Finally, staff recommended that Digi- 
tal provide extra landscape screening in 
a ‘‘stump dump”’ site that is eventually 
slated to become a ballfield, because it 
will abut a planned residential devel- 
opment. 

Ultimately, the board recommended 
that Digital be permitted to begin work 
at its own risk—pending an agreement 
on sewage particulars with the town of 
Tewksbury, which it boarders—subject 
to a list of conditions including those dis- 
cussed in the process of review. 

In its review of Raytheon’s proposed 
120,000 square foot micro-mini electron- 
ics center, planned for the company’s 
site off Osgood Street and Frontage 
Road, the board heard the traffic con- 
cerns of abutters from Christopher Koch 
of Osgood Street. 

According to Koch, Raytheon had had 
a longstanding agreement that his street 
not be used by traffic from the company. 
Now, however, Koch said, ‘‘A major por- 
tion of traffic that gets onto Route 93 
comes down Osgood.’ He maintained 
that Raytheon was still keeping some 
control over its traffic, but he was con- 
cerned, he said, that the new Digital fa- 
cility would worsen the situation if that 
plant did not effect some form of agreed 
control. 

Board Chairman Michael Houghton 
said that there seems to be no realistic 
approach to the Osgood Street traffic 
problem that would not restrict the road 
for the use of its own residents. ‘I’m 
frustrated,’’ he said. ‘‘I just don’t know a 
solution to that.” 

Koch also added that he hoped that 
Raytheon would supplement its screen of 
deciduous trees with evergreens, so the 
building would be screened from its 
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Hiding

Having The Home And Heart To 
Receive A Foster Child

Maria pokes a chubby finger at the 
camera, then pats it tentatively. ‘‘Can I 
do it?”’ 

She is outgoing, inquisitive; a well- 
scrubbed and healthy four-year-old with 
the face of a Christmas card cherub. Her 
eyes are deep brown—not fire-pits of 
anger or hurt, but bottomless pools of 
questions. 

A pretty child; a “normal’’ child. 
Which would make her a surprise to 
many people because, by her very 
appearance and bearing, she shatters 
the stereotypes. This little Maria—which 
is not her real name—is a foster child. 

If Maria belies the image of the foster 
child as troubled, rag-tag waif, the 
woman into whose lap she crawls is also 
a far cry from the stern and perhaps 
witch-like stereotype of foster mother. 
Janice Caffray, divorced mother of two 
and foster mother of Maria and another 
baby, is a trim, attractive woman with a 
sense of humor, a mature outlook and a 
surprisingly normal social life. 

For four years, Caffray has been a 
single mother to her own two children, 
Melissa (10) and Lauren (8), whom she 
adopted as infants. She has been a foster 
mother—one of fewer than six in 
Andover - for approximately seven 
months, opening her pink ranch-style 
home on Carriage Hill Road to a total of 
11 children, boys and girls ranging in age 
from two weeks to 17 years. She has 
hosted as few as one and as many as four 
at one time; their stays have been as 
brief as one week, and as long as two- 
and-one-half months. 

Her present two foster children have 
each been with her for six weeks. 

“T got into it because I’ve always liked 
children,’ Caffray says simply, as she 
buzzes about her living room, retrieving 
a nursing bottle, handing it and the baby 
to Melissa. ‘‘Even when I was single, I 
had been a ‘big sister’ in Boston. I was 
considering having more children; | 
explored a number of options. For two 
years, I’ve been on the board of MSPCC 
(Massachusetts Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Children). 
That’s what convinced me to try foster 
parenting.”’ 

Even with her background, Caffray 
admits that becoming a foster parent 
was a ‘‘big step.’’ Her friends were leary 
of the idea, as was her own mother. And 
her boyfriend—who, after three years, 
finally felt accepted by Caffray’s own 
children, she reports—was less than 
enthusiastic about the possibility of 
dealing with more kids. 

Now, however, Caffray reports that 
her friends and her mother, who lives in 
the area, are very supportive. As for her 
boyfriend— 

There is a pile of photographs on 
Caffray’s kitchen counter; picture after 
picture of Maria and the baby—the kind 
of photos a parent would take and pass 
around the room to a captive audience of 
visiting friends. Caffray’s boyfriend took

them on one of their recent outings. 

“It’s been very nice for my own 
children, too,”’ she adds. ‘‘They’ve really 
become so caring about other people—’’ 
she nods toward Melissa, who is rocking 
her younger foster sister in a chair— 
‘You can certainly see a lot of parenting 
skills here. Everybody has to co-operate; 
everybody has to share.” 

The neighborhood children, who 
congregate freely in the family room of 
the ranch, have also taken to her 
constantly-changing family. ‘‘It’s so cute 
to see these little boys waiting to hold the 
babies,’’ she says. 

In short, says Caffray, ‘“‘Once people 
see what it really is—once you see 
someone really doing it—it’s terrific. It’s 
the idea of it that’s frightening to friends, 
relatives, neighbors. People think these 
are children that are strange.”’ 

Mynda Siskind, who works as a ‘‘home 
finder’ with the Greater Lawrence area 
office of the Massachusetts Department 
of Social Services (D.S.S.), agrees that 
foster children often suffer from a bad— 
and untrue—image. “‘It’s the label,”’ she 
says. ‘‘They’ve always been stigmatized 
by it. They’re just kids—who, but by the 
grace of God, could be your kids.” 

Although Caffray is enthusiastic about 
foster. parenting, she admits it can be

trying at times—or, as she puts it, 
“Nothing is terrific every day.” There 
have been minor problems with the 
logistics of care, transportation, and 
scheduling that come with extra 
children. Like the time she couldn’t find 
a sitter for her combined brood when had 
to attend a Boston board meeting of the 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Children—so she packed her charges into 
the car and brought them along. 

She recalls the stir that her arrival, 
with entourage, caused among fellow 
board members. “If you tell people 
you're committed to the care of children, 
and you show up with three foster 
children, they know you’re not kidding,” 
she says with a shrug. 

‘The problems I see myself having are 
the same I would have as the biological 
mother of a family of six,’’ she says. 
‘The laundry; the housework. But,’’ she 
adds, ‘‘nothing is more difficult because 
they’re foster children.”’ 

Psychologically, too, foster parenting 
can be unsettling. Caffray feels that it is 
important to maintain a non-judgmental 
attitude toward a child’s natural parents, 
and to avoid posessiveness. 

“One thing you should say about foster 
care is that it’s not a vehicle to 
adoption,” she cautions. “People who’ve 


been given beautiful children like these, 
and they’re thinking about adoption...’ 
She glances at Maria, who is weighing 
the camera in her hands. “‘It shouldn’t be 
your goal,’’ she says. ‘‘You’d be 
disappointed a lot.” 

Caffray adds that dealing with foster 
children has sharpened her empathy for 
the natural mother’s situation—which is 
often caused by sickness or a family 
breakup. ‘“‘They’re all mothers and 
women in the situation that anybody else 
could get into, but they don’t have the 
help. I have a mother in town, a house, a 
washing machine—if I didn’t have these 
things and had four children, I’d 
Srey find myself on the doorstep of 

Even so, Caffray admits that there 
have been times when she has faced a 
foster child and thought, ‘“‘These children 
should go home to a_ different 
environment.’’ But, she says, she resists 
the tendency to criticize: “‘I guess what I 
think is, ‘This mother is trying very 
hard; it is her right to have her children.’ 
My standards can’t be everybody’s 
standards. I try very hard to respect 
their rights.’’ 

She says that it helps to realize that the

D.S.S. has a plan for each child and his 
or her family. So far, she says, ‘That 
plan has worked for me every time.”’ 

In most cases, according to Siskind, 
the plan is to reunite a foster child with 
its mother when she has had the 
treament and/or education necessary to 
resume parenting. Upon doing so, the 
agency attempts to provide that parent 
with services necessary to keep the child 
in the home. 

Contact between foster parents and 
natural mothers depends upon the 
situation and the discretion of the D.S.S. 
In most cases, natural parents may 
schedule visits with their children 
through the agency. Both Maria and the 
baby, who are not siblings, see their 
natural mothers about once a week. 

‘Maria looks forward to visiting her 
mother,’’ says Caffray. ‘‘She likes it 
here; she likes her mother. I think it’s 
harder for the mother to visit the child 
and give her up again afterward.”’ 

As for the baby, ‘‘The mother of the 
baby comes to visit, and a visiting nurse 
comes to help her learn parenting 
skills,’ she says. “She can call me 
anytime—and she does.”’ 

In cases where the D.S.S. considers a 
parent ‘‘inappropriate’’—such as _ in 
cases of suspected child abuse—they are 
not allowed to visit. Nor are they 
permitted to know where the children 
have been placed. 

Caffray says that the children for 
whom she has cared have seemed 
“normal” in spite of the upheaval in 
their home lives. ‘‘The children don’t 
come kicking and crying,” she says. “‘I 
don’t know if I’ve just been lucky, or if 
the children I’ve had are typical.’”’ She 
adds candidly, “It’s not as bad as I 
thought it would be.” 

Caffray considers it easier for her to 
be a single parent than it was being one 
of two. Her time is her own; her schedule 
is flexible. During the summer, she takes 
her whole family—chilcren and foster 
children included—to stay in a 
condominium she and her mother own in 
Maine. She returns twice a week, as 
scheduled, to drop Maria and the baby 
off for their visits. 

She maintains her own social life— 
including dating—and she is not hesitant 
to hire babysitters for the crowd. 
‘“You’re not stuck in the house for your

life,” she says, ‘“You just move on in 
your regular way, pretty much.” 

Caffray feels that she is fortunate— 
and probably unusual—in that she can 
maintain her lifestyle without an outside 
job. Her house is not sumptuous, but she 
can offer each foster child a bed of his or 
her own—including fold-up cribs for 
infants—within its three bedrooms. In 
part, this is possible because she is 
reimbursed by the D.S.S. for each 
child—‘‘possibly to the break-even 
point.’’ 

Recently, she and her fellow foster 
parents were voted an increase in rates, 
effective this fall, from the current per- 
day stipends of $8.34 (children 0 to 12 
years old) and $11.49 (13 years and up), 
to $12.04 and $14.44, respectively. Foster 
parents also receive a quarterly clothing 
allowance, which has not been increased, 
of $51 for the younger children and $68.75 
for the older. 

Even with the increase, foster 
parenting is not financially profitable. 
The new rates are based upon research 
that found that parents have had to pay 
extra money, out of pocket, beyond the 
former stipend to care for their foster 
children. 

State D.S.S. officials admit that there 
are not enough foster homes available to 
comfortably fill the need for services. 
According to state statistics, 
approximately 6215 children are now 
being cared for in approximately 5,000 
foster homes state-wide. There are at 
least 700 children on waiting lists 
throughout the commonwealth. 

The Lawrence office receives 
approximately 50 references for 
placement of children of all ages and 
races in the Greater Lawrence area— 
Andover, North Andover, Lawrence and 
Methuen—per month. Approximately 25 
to 30 are placed; they stay with their 
foster families for varying lengths of 
time (state figures place the median 
length of stay at 15 months, with 25 
percent of children averaging six months 
or less). 

Because of shortages of foster homes 
in town, Andover children among these 
statistics are often unable to find local 
placement—which is usually desirable 
because it keeps them in their own 

school systems, says Mynda Siskind. 
“I’ve had to place Andover children in 


other communities,” she says. ‘‘It is not 
advantageous.”’ 
Says Pam Abernathy, program 


development specialist for the Greater 
Lawrence area office of the D.S.S., ‘‘One

of the problems is that people think that 
what we do doesn’t apply to Andever— 
it’s a big-city problem. I have a 
computer printout here that shows that 
we have 112 people in Andover that we 
provide services to, of one kind or 
another.’’ Those services consist 
primarily of family counseling and foster 
care, she says. 

She estimates that D.S.S. could use 20 
additional homes in Andover to function 
smoothly. 

According to Siskind, the path to foster 
parentage is not difficult for those who 
are interested—traditional families, 
single parents and, when appropriate, 
singles who are not parents. The agency 
puts them through an intensive ten week 
Professional Parenting course, featuring 
weekly three-hour workshops (which is 
compulsory for both parents in two- 
parent homes). During their training 
period, the would-be foster parents are 
investigated by the department for 
approval. ‘‘We study the people, and the 
people get to know themselves,” 
explains Siskind. “‘At the end of the ten- 
week period, these people know if they 
want to go through with foster 
parenting—and we know if they’re 
appropriate.”’ 

Placement can follow quickly—for 
Caffray, the call came the day after 
she’d completed the MAPP program, 
when she was offered placement of a 
pair of 20-month-old twins and their two- 
year-old sibling. ‘“‘They thought they’d 
see if the course would work out as well 
as they’d hoped it would,’’ she says with 
irony. 

The placement went smoothly, she 
adds.

made to match the child or children to 
the parents and their home situation. 
Caffray, for example, has requested 
siblings, when possible, and younger 
children. ‘Teenagers don’t work out for 
me; I don’t know why,” she says. “I 
realized it upon my application. I did 
have one short-term emergency 
placement who was a teenager, and that 
did work out—but it reinforced my 
feelings.’’ 

She adds that the decision to take the 
teenager in was hers. 

In its initial placement call, the D.S.S. 
describes the children in question as 
fully as possible. ‘Certainly, they tell 
you the truth about the child,” says 
Caffray. ‘“‘Nobody tries to fool you. If 
somebody knows there’s a problem, they 
tell you.” 

The potential parent is allowed the 
right to refuse a placement. The 
department also honors a foster parent’s 
request to take a break from parenting. 
Caffray took two weeks off this year 
between placements for an out-of-state 
vacation. 

Some area foster homes are 
appropriate for the placement of only 
one child at a time, says Siskind; others 
will take more. The number is 
determined by the parent and the D.S.S. 

Caffray advises those who would 
consider foster parenting to discuss the 
concept well with their families and 
spouses before calling the D.S.S. (which 
is listed under ‘‘Massachusetts, 
commonwealth of’’ in the phone 
directory). She also advises potential 
applicants to assess their motives and 
their lifestyles. ‘I am happy with the

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Conservation Land Improved 


The Andover Village Improvement Society (AVIS) is 
cleaning up the trails on some of their conservation lands 
to improve accessibility for the residents of Andover. 

‘According to AVIS president Nat Smith, a professor at 
Phillips Academy, the organization is doing the work be- 
cause it is land ‘‘open to the public...that we don’t pay 
taxes on,” so it is expected that they will maintain the 
trails properly. Smith sees the conservation lands as 
“part of the reason Andover is so attractive’’ to potential 
and current residents. 

AVIS’s goal is to clear trails to span six feet wide and 10 
to 15 feet high so that horses can pass through and cross- 
country skiers can use the trails in the winter. 

Smith stated that the organization has hired three men 
to clear trails in the Harold Rafton, Baker’s Meadow, and 
Deer Jump Reservations.

The group has also hired a contractor to rebuild bridges 
that are “not entirely safe’’ according to Smith. These 
bridges will be made ‘‘motorcycle-proof” by installing 
what some would call a step on each side of the bridges. 

All this work, according to Smith, is financed by fees 
paid by the organization’s 600 members and the return on 
investments made by the group with money gifts be- 
quested to them.

Tradition—it permeates the very fab- 
ric of Judaism, surfacing for view in the 
rites, the food prohibitions; in the rituals 
and holidays. 

And in the music. 

There are those who feel that tradition 
is everything to Jewish music. There are 
others, however, who feel that the tradi- 
tional music featured in Jewish culture 
and ceremony could profit from the in- 
fluence of newer songs—songs written 
and/or sung by singers who walk the 
modern roads of Israel, Europe and, yes, 
the United States. 

Such philosophical debate on the vir- 
tues of tradition versus modernization in 
Jewish music is bread and butter to 
Donn Rosensweig. He is the cantor for 
Temple Emanuel in West Andover. 

Throughout the centuries, the cantor 
has been the keeper of his culture’s most 
sacred traditional music, a soloist who 
embellishes the services with the hazza- 
nut, or traditional chant. Nowadays, in 
modern temples such as Temple Ema- 
nuel, he often finds himself the leader of 
music for a congregation whose younger 
members enjoy and appreciate the mu- 
sic of this last century. 

The duality presents a challenge—one 
that Rosensweig is uniquely equipped to 
meet. 

Rosensweig, who took the full-time po- 
sition early in July, replacing cantor 
Norman Brody, is a man of 40 who ap- 
pears younger in spite of the beard he 
grew, he admits, to add maturity to his 
face. He has studied traditional cantoral 
chant in the country’s oldest school of 
Sacred Music. He has also sung in folk 
groups, and has a distinctly ‘‘60’s’’ love 
for the folk music that the more tradi- 
tionally-minded call ‘“‘camp tunes.” 

‘Some say ‘camp tunes’ are saving the 
services,”’ he says. ‘‘Others say, yes, but 
what does this have to do with the tradi- 
tions we’ve maintained over the centu- 
ries? Like Tevye in ‘Fiddler on the Roof,’ 
I can say, ‘You’re right—and you're 
right.’ I see value in both sides.’’ The 
cantor pauses, collecting his thoughts. ‘‘I 
hope to blend all of these things—folk 
music, traditional music and some of the 
more esoteric Hazzenut.”’ 

The reference to theatre is an apt one 
for Rosensweig; he has worn a number 
of hats since his first yarmulke, includ- 
ing that of an actor. 

In fact, he has only been a cantor for 
seven years. 

Rosensweig grew up in Pennsylvania, 
the son of parents who were ‘‘not ex- 
tremely observant” of their religion. 
“My grandparents took me to services 
every week,” he says. ‘‘It was a conser- 
vative congregation; services lasted 
about two and one-half hours on Satur- 
day mornings. But it was not a hardship 
for me. I loved it; I loved our cantor—his 
music, his voice. By the age of Bar Mitz- 
vah, I knew the whole service.” 


Being a cantor, however, did not seem 
like ‘‘the sort of thing a Jewish boy does 
for a living,” he says. “I didn’t view it as 


a protession.”’ Instead, he studied at Ho- 
bart College in Geneva, New York, re- 
ceived his M.A. in teaching from Oberlin 
College in Ohio, married a fellow Oberlin 
student, and moved to Cleveland, Ohio. 
There, he taught English. 

He and his wife, Ruth, later moved to 
Allentown, Pa., where, once again, he 
worked as a teacher. But he was not con- 
tent; after a few years, he decided it 
wasn’t what he wanted to do in life. 

He had enjoyed hours in front of the 
footlights as a child, acting in his moth- 
er’s community theatre group; he had 
sung in folk groups in high school and 
had worked in a dance band in college. 
He decided, now, to try performing on a 
larger stage—so he moved to New Jer- 
sey in the early 1970s to be near to New 
York City. 

While Ruth worked as a medical li- 
brarian, Rosensweig threw himself into 
his prospective craft. He studied acting 
under Lee Strasburg and others, trained 
his tenor singing voice, and performed 
“on Broadway; off Broadway, and off- 
off-off the edge of the world.”’ 

Such work is seldom steady. ‘‘After 
five years, it became clear to me that I 
wasn’t going to become a star,’’ he says. 
“‘T wasn’t even going to make a living.” 

So Rosensweig, who says he did most 
of the cooking for the family, decided to 
become a chef. For a year or so, he 
cooked in a New Jersey restaurant—and 
he learned a bit more about himself. ‘‘I 
found out that that also was not where I 
was going to spend my life,’’ he says. 

Meanwhile, he was performing as a 
member and a soloist in the choir in his 
small New Jersey congregation. The 
cantor left; he was asked to fill in. 

“T loved it. It drew on my love of mu- 
sic, my teaching ability, my performing, 
in a sense—it seemed as if all the various 
threads of my life were pulled together 
in a wonderful way,” he recalls. 

At this time, he also discovered that 
the cantor he had admired so thoroughly 
when he was a boy happened to be work- 
ing in a nearby temple in New York. 
Rosensweig commuted, studying with 
him whenever possible for about two 
years. 

He applied for, and attained, the posi- 
tion of cantor at a larger temple, serving 
Washington Township in New Jersey, 
where the job was full-time and he could 
actually make a living at it. 

The time had come to make a commit- 
ment to the profession. ‘I decided that 
the eclectic way of learning I was going 
through was not enough,” he says. He 
entered the School of Sacred Music in 
New York, part of the Hebrew Union Col- 
lege and the Jewish Institute of Religion. 

He graduated a year ago with a bache- 
lor degree in Sacred Music and was offi- 
cially invested as a cantor. 


In New Jersey, Rosensweig’s congre- 
gation numbered 400 families—‘‘and was 
not growing,’ he adds. This year, he 
learned of the opening at Temple Ema- 
nuel, a growing congregation of approxi- 
mately 600 families.

‘“‘My wife and I had kind of fantasized 
about moving to this area,’’ he says. ‘‘In 
a sense, it’s moving toward family.”’ Al- 
though her family originally lived in 
Ohio, four of Ruth’s five siblings now live 
in the Boston area, and her parents 
spend their summers in Portland, Me. 

So Rosensweig applied for the position. 


Now, he and Ruth and the children— 
Matthew, 342, and Daniel, 1—have set- 
tled into their new home in West And- 
over. Rosensweig sits behind the desk in 
the cantor’s office of Temple Emanuel, 
surrounded by folding chairs; this fall, 


they will be occupied by choir members, 
or by children from the Hebrew class. 

He is a man who is looking forward to 
his work. ‘‘The cantor before me, as I 
understand it, created a ‘singing congre- 
gation’,’’ he says. It’s a congregation, he 
says, that mixes traditionalists and 
young people with more modern tastes 

He warms to the subject, a teacher; a 
performer. ‘‘We’ve got people coming 
from all sides,”’ he says. ‘‘The challenge 
to. a cantor is to appeal to all sides—not 
just cater to whims. It is to bring people 
from all sides to appreciate both the new 
and the traditional.’

J. Everett Collins 


J. Everett Collins, a man known as one of Andover’s 
most distinguished citizens for his contributions to both 
the musical and community life of the town, died August 8 
at Prescott House Nursing Home in North Andover. He 
was 92. 

Mr. Collins, who served as selectmen for 20 years and 
on the school committee for six, was the founder of the 
Andover Choral Society and the Andover Male Choir. He 
conducted the society’s yearly presentation of Handel’s 
‘‘Messiah”’ every Christmas for more than 50 years. 

In appreciation of his long and generous music career, 
the town dedicated and named its Center for the Perform- 
ing Arts after Mr. Collins in 1983. 

Born in Andover on April 27, 1894, he began his career in 
music as a boy soloist at Christ Church in 1906, and later 
sang as a boy alto at several of Boston’s famous Episcopal 
churches. Between 1912 and 1923, he performed as soloist 
at South Church; he served as choir director and soloist at 
South from 1923 to 1929. 

For the next 50 years, he directed the choir at First 
Calvary Church in Lawrence. 

In 1926, Mr. Collins organized the Andover Male Choir. 
Three years later, he founded the Andover Choral Society. 
For several years, he assisted with music programs at 
Andover High School and West Junior High. He served as 
choral consultant in the Andover Public Schools since 
1963. A music scholarship was established in his name by 
the First Calvary Baptist Church in 1978, to be awarded 
yearly to a graduating senior of Andover High School or a 
member of that church for excellence in music. 

During his youth, Mr. Collins excelled in sports as well 
as music. He was a star athlete in school and, later, an 
avid fan of Punchard and Andover High School athletics. 
In 1984, he was awarded a varsity letter from the high 
school and was inducted into the school’s Athletic Hall of 
Fame—which made him the first individual to achieve 
both that honor along with membership in the school’s 
Music Hall of Fame. 

In addition to the dedication of the Collins Center, Mr. 
Collins also received public recognition for his many 
years of service to his community—his long tenure as se- 
lectman, and his service on the school committee, as town 
assessor, and as a state representative (1941-1954). In 
1955, he was appointed to the board of review of the State 
Division of Employment Security; he latered served as 
president of the board. 

Mr. Collins worked as an auditor for Kemper Insurance

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When the Zoning Board of Appeals held public hearings 
on five petitions, Thursday, Aug. 7, three were relatively 
uncomplicated and one was withdrawn at the last minute, 
when the petitioner asked for an extension.

John J. and Nancy L. Cronin, 24 McKenney Circle, peti- 
tioned the board for a variance from the zoning bylaw to 
allow the continued existence of a family room which does 
not meet minimum rear yard setback requirements. 

Before Cronin spoke about his request, board member 
Ernest Hall asked that he not be included on the board for 
this particular case. Jane Griswold, acting chairman of 
the board, asked Cronin if he would object to having a four 
member board since no alternates were available. Cronin 
stated that it would be fine with him. When the board 
consists of only four members, the decision must be unan- 
imous, while with a five member board, one member may 
cast a dissenting vote.

stances surrounding the construction of the addition. 

Cronin’s father had owned the home in 1978 when the 
porch was enclosed, and thus became an additional room 
on the house, now a playroom.

Since it will cost him 
seven or eight thousand dollars more to install the pool on 
the Conservation Committee approved site, he stated that 
it is a case of financial hardship. 

Michael Famiglietti, 3 Hacienda Way, asked about land- 
scaping and the grading of the yard. Although he had no 
objection to the idea of the pool, Famiglietti was con- 
cerned about water drainage into his yard. Stitham ex- 
plained that ‘‘we don’t intend on changing the contour of 
the yard...we chose the dryer areas the farthest point 
from the wetlands.’’ It was also explained that all exca- 
vated material would be removed from the land, so there 
would be no change in drainage. 

Steven and Madelyn Mitton, 53 Gould Road, requested a 
variance to allow an addition to their home that will not 
meet minimum front yard setback requirements. Mrs. 
Mitton explained that they could not move the addition 
back any further because it would not leave enough head- 
room for a stairway to a second story addition for which 
they have already received a permit. They are unable to 
put the addition in the rear of the present structure be- 
cause of the need for the stairway and also because they 
have recently put a new septic system in the backyard. 
The proposed addition would include a basement since the 
home currently has only a crawlspace cellar from which 
the septic system feeds. 

Dan Croteau, 149 Haverhill St., temporarily withdrew 
his petition for a special permit to allow the construction 
of a two and one half story addition that would consist of 
three apartments. Croteau stated that he felt it necessary 
to do more planning and preparation of his case before 
presenting it to the board and public.

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Glenwood Road Variance 
Request Meets Objection

A petition regarding a piece of prop- 
erty on the Glenwood Road Extension, 
near Foster’s Pond, brought heated ar- 
gumentation from abuttors before the 
Zoning Board of Appeals last Thursday 
evening. 

Brian and Ann Linehan, 85 Llewellen 
St., Lowell, requested a variance to con- 
struct a single family residence on the 
property which, like all the other homes 
there, has no frontage on a public way. 

Andrew Caffrey, Jr., counsel for the 
Linehans, presented what appeared to be 
a simple case. He explained that a simi- 
lar request by the Linehans had been 
denied, without prejudice, by the board 
in early April. The board asked them to 
distribute the land of the three lots they 
owned, and an “‘unknown”’ plot of land 
more equitably. Due to a faulty deed, the 
ownership of the ‘‘unknown’’ property 
could be questionable. 

Now the Linehans would like to join the 
two remaining lots to create a building 
lot, and would turn the ‘‘unknown’’ land 
over to the either the owner of the lot 
they sold or to AVIS, the Andover Village 


Improvement Society, for conservation. 

By joining two lots, which were pur- 
chased separately, they would meet all 
zoning requirements except the need for 
frontage on a public way. Septic testing 
has recently been done and the results 
were ‘‘excellent,” according to Caffrey. 

When Jane Griswold, acting chairman 
of the board, asked for any comments in 
opposition to the petition, a number of 
abuttors asked questions and presented 
arguments. 

Jeffrey Picard, 8 Glenwood Road Ex- 
tension, commented that the ‘‘area is be- 
ing congested’ and asked ‘‘what’s so 
different from the last petition?” Al- 
though three lots and the ‘unknown’ 
piece of land were included on the first 
petition, the Linehans changed it to the 
two lots and “unknown” land during the 
first hearing, so it was the same request 
as far as he was concerned. Petitioners 
are required to wait two years before 
they can resubmit the same petition. He 
also asked the board how the abuttors 
could be sure that the house would be 
built in the way it was being presented to 


the board. 

Although she did not comment on the 
two-year wait period before resubmis- 
sion until it was brought up by another 
abuttor later in the meeting, Griswold 
did explain that the board could make 
the drawings the Linehans presented to 
the board part of the decision, so that 
they would be required to build the home 
in the location shown on the sketches. 

David Brown, 11 Glenwood Road Ex- 
tension, commented that the Linehans 
sold the third lot of land after the board 
told them to include it in an equitable 
redistribution. Atty. Caffrey stated that 
the third lot already had a home on it and 
was thus of no use in redistribution. In 
addition, the lot was already under 
agreement to be sold at the time of the 
last hearing, which is why they removed 
it from consideration at that hearing. 

Brown also commented that the area is 
“already above density” and that there 
have been no new homes built in the area 
in 40 years. He stated that the homes 
presently on the Glenwood Road Exten- 
sion were originally summer homes that

with a $12,248 operating deficit. Accord- 
ing to Paul, prices have been stable for 
the last four years, but now, due to the 
expected rise in food and labor costs, an 
increase is necessary. 

Paul proposed that the cost of all stu- 
dent lunches be raised from 75 cents to 85 
cents. He pointed out that the proposed 
cost is “‘still lower than neighboring com- 
munities.”’ Other area communities, in- 
cluding Dracut, Methuen and North 
Reading, are already charging 85 cents 
for elementary school lunches and any- 
where between 85 cents and one dollar 
for secondary school lunches. 

It was also proposed that the cost of 
adult lunches be raised from $1.25 to 
$1.35 and the cost of a-la-carte items be 
increased five cents, from 20 to 25 cents. 

Before the committe voted on the pro- 
posal, Donald Robb, committee secre- 
tary, asked if the program’s losses 
reflected just school lunches. Paul ex- 
plained that the snack bar and adult 
lunches were included in the program’s 
operating deficit figure. 

Committee member Susan Poore com- 
mented that ‘it’s always hard to raise 
prices’’ but there seemed to be no alter- 
native, and the prices would still be with- 
in the range, if not lower, than other area 
school systems. 

The committee voted unanimously to 
accept the increases stated in Paul’s pro- 


posal.

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Down The Years 


75 years Ago — August 1911 

There is a new infirmary at Phillips. This is 
the latest announcement made by those in 
charge of affairs at the big educational institu- 
tion. Just where it will be located, and just what 
form it will take is not yet fully determined. 

The actual work of placing telephone wires 
underground is under way here in Andover. This 
improvement has been a long time coming, but 
there is evidence that the present progressive 
management of the New England Telephone 
Company is awake to the importance, both from 
the standpoint of service and the standpoint of 
economy. 

The tax rate of Andover as fixed at $16.50 per 
$1,000 occasions very little comment, but it de- 
serves to occasion a great deal. We have been in 
the habit of having conservative town manage- 
ment give to us a satisfactory tax rate for so 
many years, that we don’t know how to fully 
appreciate such an announcement as this, but if 
we will only take into account the increasing 
rate in many cities and towns, we will find abun- 
dant reason for a deal of congratulations to the 
town, to the assessors, and to the taxpayers. 

While bathing in Pomp’s Pond on Monday af- 
ternoon, an employee of Brooks F. Holt, the lo- 
cal ice man, was drowned. The accident 
occurred at 3:30 p.m. in the presence of several 
of the workman’s friends who were unable to 
render assistance to the drowning man. 


50 Years Ago—August 1936 

One of the most shameful sights seen in And- 
over in many years was the spectacle on 
Wednesday noon of three of the town’s most 
prominent men standing outside of the Andover 
Lunch plastered. Even the chief of police was 
half-plastered and one of our selectmen was 
very obviously getting many black marks 
chalked up against his character. But let’s not 
be horrified, folks, they were plastered—no 
doubt of that—but it was plastered with soot. A 
big truck happened by at the time, and sudden- 
ly, the men saw each other’s clothes change 
from plain colors to polka dot affairs with many 
little pinpoints of soot. 

With but a very small percentage of TOWNS- 
MAN readers having cast their ballots in the 
nationwide poll being conducted by small town 
weeklies, Governor Alf M. Landon has already 
rolled up a good lead here in Andover. Of 69 
ballots returned this week, 62 were for Landon, 
six for Roosevelt and one for Lemke.

requested that the committee drop the 
high school diploma requirement of CPR 
certification. The basics of CPR are 
taught at the junior high school level, 
when students are not eligible foe certifi- 
cation due to age. When students are cer- 
tifiable at the high school level, 
certification lasts only one year, and the 
students may or may not choose to be 
recertified once out of the school system. 
Seifert commented that the program ‘‘is 
time consuming and doesn’t achieve’”’ 
what it was initially intended to. 

Seifert also commented that the over- 
all health program in Andover schools 
has not been examined and appraised in 
the last ten years. “It will need to be 
looked at in the next couple of years,’’ he 
said. 

Since there is no legal requirement, 
the committee agreed to delete CPR cer- 
tification from the graduation require- 
ments, at least until the entire health 
program is examined, when the board 
may choose to reinstate it. 

Committee Chairman Michael Giam- 
musso presented a draft of a direction 
letter regarding a master plan for the 
schools. This letter, once revised, will be 
sent out to Andover residents asking 
them to become involved in the analysis 
and development of school programs. 

Committee member Richard Neal 
commented that they need to commit 
themselves to the idea that a master 
plan should not just be “‘an exercise on 
paper.’’ He emphasized that ‘‘we need to 
have a plan that not only meets financial 
needs, but additional needs of the sys- 
tem...it’s not easy to come by.” 

Robb suggested that the letier ‘‘state 
long-range research/development pro- 
gram needs”’ because it is ‘‘a fundamen- 
tal part of the process each year.” 

Neal expressed the need for the com- 
mittee to decide exactly what processes 
are necessary to put a master plan to- 
gether. Giammusso agreed that they 
should set ground rules early on in the 
coming school year. 

The board accepted the idea of the let- 
ter, and plans to use it once the revisions 
have been made by Giammusso. 

Another topic of discussion was the 
curriculum policy Robb had revised 
since its first pass at the last school com- 
mittee meeting. Robb thanked the other 
board members for their comments 
which helped him rewrite the policy. 

Giammusso commented that there is a 
difference between curriculum differ- 
ences among schools and some teachers 
who have a slightly different approach to 
that curriculum than most. 

Susan Poore agreed that the term 
“modification does not suggest a pilot 
program.”

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The second draft of the curriculum pol- 
icy was accepted by the committee unan- 
imously. 

Superintendent Seifert informed the 
committee that the system is in ‘‘a very 
good position in filling’ vacancies before 
the school year begins.

stating that tne Linenans were supposed 
to redivide the four lots, but were now 
submitting the same petition again. 

Griswold explained that since new 
sketches of house location were now 
available, one lot had been sold, and sep- 
tic testing had been completed, the peti- 
tion was quite different than the first, 
and, thus, could be considered before a 
two-year wait. 

Brintz also stated that the petition did 
not show the required type of hardships, 
like shape or topography of land. He 
mentioned that there was a similar case 
in the last two years that had been den- 
ied, and that the board should follow the 
precedent. 

Caffrey then reiterated that ‘‘equitable 
distribution was not possible” and that 
‘‘they (the Linehans) are unable to help 
themcelves” in regard to the lack of 
frontage on a public way. 

Caffrey answered Brintz’s comment 
about lack of hardship by stating that the 
couple have a “‘hardship in location” and 
are paying taxes on the two lots of land 
as if they owned two homes. ‘‘Without a 
variance,”’ he said, “‘the land is worth- 
less, and thus, a financial hardship. 

A couple of the abuttors were admo- 
nished by Griswold when they asked to 
address the board again, but only repeat- 
ed their arguments. She invited them to 
speak if they had “‘something new” to 
add, but that repetition would not serve 
any purpose but to keep the meeting 
going ‘‘all night.”

By the time win- 
ter arrives, the lawn 
will be fairly well es- 
tablished and ready to 
grow next spring. 

A mixture of grasss 
is best to ensure the 
longevity of a lawn.

For average 
lawn conditions use a 
mixture that is 50 per- 
cent Kentucky 
bluegrass varieties and 
50 percent red fescue 
varieties. Avoid mix- 
tures containing more 
than 10 percent other 
grasses such as rye 
grass or redtop. A 
higher percentage of 
bluegrass will result in 
a coarser texture and 
darker green color. 
Zoysia is not recom- 
mended in New En- 
gland because it 
requires a long, warm 
season for satisfactory 
growth, is very late to 
green up in the spring 
and turns brown with 
the first frost. On steep

Committee member Susan Poore reit- 
erated that supplemental funding would 
only be asked to meet unexpected bills 
from outside services, that the commit- 
tee does not establish a program “‘unless 
we can fully fund it....We can’t help it if 
we get a retroactive two by four upside 
the head from an outside agency.” Mar- 
den suggested that the committee set 
aside a reserve fund to be used in such 
instances and only ask for supplemental 
financing when exorbitant bills come in.

School Superintendent Seifert com- 
mented that the schools ‘‘can always 
stay in budget,” but that often means not 
hiring the best candidate for a position 
because it would cost too much. He be- 
lieves that hiring the cheaper candidate 
may help the schools stay within an es- 
tablished budget, but it causes ‘‘dysfunc- 
tion in our operation”’ as educators. 

Michael Giammusso, school commit- 
tee chairman, suggested that dates be 
more firmly established for the superin- 
tendent to submit budget needs and rec- 
ommendations to the committee and for 
the committee to have acted on the rec- 
ommendations by. Initial discussions 
could be planned for October, according 
to Poore, so that the school budget would 
be complete closer to the time the town 
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manager’s is. 

Poore stated that it would be helpful to 
both the schools and the town if capital 
plans of both were ‘‘weighed on the same 
scale.’ She suggested that both sides 
meet in public to establish plans of equal 
precision and amount of detail. She ex- 
pressed the opinion that having commit- 
tees pitted against each other at town 
meeting shouldn’t happen. If they could 
meet jointly to promote understanding of 
each others’ needs they may be able to 
avoid that situation in the future. 

Marden offered to organize the joint 
meeting for some time in October, but 
suggested that sub-committees be estab- 
lished since joint meetings of full com- 
mittees could not be a_ consistent 
occurrance.
